Anselm, Arcbhifhop of Canterbury, voas 
charged with High TreaJoH^ far owning Urban for 
Pope^ and a Council of Bijhops and Ahhots met 
at Rockingbam-C^j^/e, where the King had him 
Condemn d. He was afterwards record to his 
Temporals and reconciFd to the King^ ly means of 
Adch Countefs of hiois, the King's Sifter. He 
djed A. D. 1 109. in the 76th Tear of his Age y af- 
ter he had heen Archhijhop Sixteen Tear 5 » 

In the Reign of Henry I. Roger Bifhop of 
Salisbury, was ifftf^/(? Juftitiariustotius An^ia^, 
and had the Government 9f the Kingdom ditring 
the Kin^s Ahfenc^^ His Son Roger he ntaM 
Chancellor of :Fngland ; and his two IfephewsBi- 
fhops ; Alexander Bifhop i»f Lincoln, andl^^- 
lus Bifhop of^Vj. But for thefe Favonrs be 
proved moft ungrateful : After he had Siobfn to 
Maud theSmprefsy and admini^red the Oath to 
the Molility,' as Chancellor, He was thefirftPer- 
fon that hroke it, and fet the Crown upM the 
Head of an U fur per. Hb)»ever, God puniJHd 
him fever ely for his Treafon, ieing ftript if hi 
large Poffeffions, he dyed miferahly. Hf was n 
T erf on of vmean Parentage, little or no Learnings 
and was juflty- p}tniff)d jfor his ahominahle Per- 
jury. ■ " '■ • . . * 

This Bifbop^'s Son; RoGER, Honeflfy and Im^ 
ally adhefd to the Emprefs for which he was B^- 
nifhd. Alexai^DER Bifhop '4f Lidtokls ^ed 
in Prifon i hut NiGtitOS Bifhop ofEXf^eon- 
ftantly maintained the En^ftefs's Cauje^ ^^^fif-- 
ferdmuch for her f ah, Ihidto fee a Reftorathn^

N tbe Year ii6i« the Klag \»\aA 
in NormgHd/, dilpsitch'd ChanCtiC 
I lor Seeiet into England^ under co- 
I lour of managing fome Bufin^ 
relating to the State ; bat with i 
Deflgn to prefer him to the Arch- 
Iriffioprick. He was confecrat^l 
by Harji'BSMf^ of mncbefieri upon the Third of 
Jaae. 

Upop his Pron^otion to thii Poft^ fie be|iah t6 
alter his manner of living, to barr hlmfdt thof^ 
2nhoceffl Llberties'h^ had foriA'eriy^ taken, and 
leave off his Secular Figure. He was faid to' 
hare worn Sackcloth hext his Flefli ; fomething 
likewlfe of the Moilkifli Drefs, with the Archisr 
pifcopal Habit o»er the reft *i 

Some time after, he fell unde^ tbe DifpleaCurc 
of theCci^f : For finding fome pWtof the Eflate 
bf the Chitfch of CMttrhtry Airenated, and i^ 
Jt^ tiands^ \ta inflfttfd Upon Reffitution ; particii- 
tniiy, he clattn'd the Cuftody of the Cattle and 
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THOMAS BECKET, 

Tower of R0chrfier from rhe Crown, He likcwife 
demsinded Homage of the Earl of CUre for the 
Cattle of Tunlnldje^ and cbe Lands about a League 
round it^ with (ome other Demands of this na- 
ture t Noviv tho* we do not find his Title con- 

Ctfted, either in Fttz, Stepbeny Hovend^n, Or Gervafi-' 
w, or that he was challenged for demanding more 
than his own ; yet having a Dlfpute with Court* 
Edvo$iri$iSy who were unwilling to part with what 
they had grafp'd^ he raifed a Party againft him* 
fe)f, and loft the King. 

Farther^ • the Archbifhop having a Right to pre- 
fcnt to vacant Livings^ in the Towns which held 
of his Ste^ collated one Lawrence ^ a Prieft to the 
RcAory of Ainesford in Kent. Upon this^ IVittiam 
Je /itnesferdj Lord of the Mannor of that Parifli^ 
pretending to the Patronage of the Churchy ouft- 
ed Lawrence^ and forced his Servants out of the 
Town: For which Difturbance WiUiam was ex- 
communicated by the Archbiihop. William lying 
under this Sentence, applies to the King^ who was 
difpleafed with the Archbifhop for not acquainting 
him with the Cenfure before it pafs'd : It being 
part of his Prerogative, as the King alledg'd, that 
none of his Officers, or tbofe who held in Chief 
of the Crown, were to be excommunicated with- 
out his Highnefs's Knowledge ; and that this 
Notice was to be given, to prevent the King*s 
Communication with an Excommunicated Perfon^ 
and admitting him/thro' ivant of Information, to 
Familiarity and Bufinels. So that we fec,theKing'$ 
Reafon in this Cafe, is far from being prejudicial 
to the Jurifdiaion of the Church* However, the 
King conceiving, William of Ainesfwd was fome*

what Tigoroufly treated, wrote to the Archbifliop 
to Abfolve him. The Archbifliop anfwer'd, that 
Excommunication and Abfolution^ or the Dire* 
dion of thefe spiritual Powers^ was no part of 
che Prerogative Royal j However, at laft, being 
unwilling to break with the King, he Abfolv'a 
IfiUUm. But Difputing the Poiiit, and the Con- 
teft with the Court*Favourites, gave the King a 
Difguft : Notwithftanding when che Archbiihop was 
firft promoted to his See^ the King had promis'd 
him all the Privileges of his Church, and that hp 
might take the liberty of recovering the Lands a-» 
lienated by his PredecefTors, or wrongfully feiz'd 
by any of the Layity *. 

Under thefe Difad vantages his Conduft was 
examined with prejudice, and interpreted to the 
hardeft fence « His 2^eal for Difcipline was caird 
Rigour and Cruelty* His Care to preferve the 
Rights and Revenues of the Archbifhoprick, was. 
imputed to Covetoufnefs. His Contempt of Po» 
pulartty was conftru'd a Cynical fort of AffeAati* 
on. On the other fide, his living up to the Fi- 
gure of his Station, was cenfur'd for Pride and 
Ambition. Thus they took care to mifreprefent 
him -to the King, and put an ill Completion upT 
on every Circumftance. And in ihorc, they per*^ 
fuaded the King, that if the Archbiihop went on 
in bis Encroachments, the Prerogative muft fuffer^ 
and the Crown, in a manner, fink under him t*

gf other Subje^s. The Archbifliiop, on the other 
and, flood ^rm for the Liberties of the Churchy 
lUid rqfus d to yield to the leaft Piminution. 

The Cafe in difpute was this : The Kipg re* 
guir'd, that when Priefts, Deacons, or others oJF 
the Clergy were apprehended for Robbery, Murder, 
Felony, Burning of Houfes, or any other higt) 
Crimes of this nature, they ihoiild be try'd in the 
i^ipg's Courts, and undergp the fame Pumihment 
|vith Laymen. On the other hand, the Archbifhop 
infifted. That when any Clerk was charged with 

Ky of the Crimes above- meption'd^ he opght to 
try'd before Ecclefiafiical judges i(i the (U^rt'^ 
Cirifiian. And in calib he was cpaviAed, he wis to 
fuffer Degradation, and be deprived pf all his £c» 
defiaftical Preferments. And, if after he was thi^s 
nript of bis Cbarader, he hapned to relapfe into 
(he former Crimes^ or made a breach upon any 
pf the La\ys of the Realm, he was then to be de« 

f^er*d' up to the !png-s Jufike^ and receive hi^ 
ryal from the Civil Mag|ftrate# 

It (eems, fome of the Clergy in this Reigq 
ha^ mif-manag'd their Privilege of Exemption 
frqm the QiiJil Couxu : Neither were the Bifhop; 
^together fo careful ip corre<^ing their Mif- beha- 
viour as they ou^ht to have been t« And upon 
ihis Head the Kmg had lately receiv'd feveral 
ppmplaints.

The Dean 
was brought before the King, they Archbiihtp 6E 
ir&rk, the Biihops of Umph and Dt^bam^ and jite 
Treafurer of Tori j and not being abia ea defend 
tkmfdf^ the Temporal Baraos were order d eo lit 
with the Biihopi upon the Ben€b^ and ioyn in the 
Sentence upon him. J^ the Treafurer wai of 
opinion, that if he remr'd the Burgher h{» Mony^ 
and remitted to the Difcretion of the Bifliop, whe» 
Cher he (b9l|id be turn'd out of his Officej, or oot^ 
there was no rsfi£bn to punilh him any farther. Up*^

Whereupon the Jit^Morjf, and the Temporal Ba< 
ron$ went out of the Court, apd refused to be pre* 
fent ^Fhen Judgqtient was given. 

To proceed : The Judges being upon their Cir^ 
cmt at ^^nfiakle, one Simon FkzrPfter informed tho 
Court, that Pbilip do Broeh Caoon pf Bedford, had 
(poken diflionourably of the King in publick Conii^ 
pany. The King order'd this Bro^k to be profecuT 
ted before the Archbiibop. And the Charge be^ 
ing proved againft him, he endeayour'd to excufe 
himlelf, by alledgihg the Words were fpofcen ifi 
paffion. The TfSng demanded Judgment agyinft 
him, and the EcglefiafUcal Court fentenc'd him to 
lofe the Profit of his Prebmod for one Year, and ta 
be banifh'd England for that time.

jenee was thought too favourable^ and gave the 
King no facisfaftion "^^ 

> Farther^ a Clerk in Worcefier^irt had debauch'd a 
Fafper's Daughter^ and afterwards murther'd her 
Father, The King required, this Man (hould be 
try'd in the Civil Courts : But Archbifhop BecJut 
rcfurmg to comply^ order'd the MalefaAor to be 
kept in the Prifon of the Bifliop's Diocefs^ and not 
to be put into the hands of the King's Jufiices. 

To give one Inftance more : Another Clerk 
dole a Silver Chalice out of a Church in Lmdm^ 
called St. Marji in the Market. The King would 
have had this Man profecuted and puniflied in his 
own Courts: Inftead of which^ the Archbifhop 
brought him into the Ecclefiaftical Gourt^ where 
he was fentenc d to be degraded \ and to fatisfie 
the King farther^ he was branded in the Face with 
a hot Iron* 

Not long after^ Philif de Eleemofjna^ a celebrated 
Abbot) arrived in EngUnd^ from the Pafe^ to put an 
end to this Difference. And had Inftrudions to 
enjoy n the Archbifhop of Canterbury to comply 
with the King's Demands, and give his Highnefs 
a Promife to obferve his Laws^ without any £^- 
ception. This Order from Rome^ with the Advice 
of other Perfons of CharaAer^ made the Archbi- 
ftop alter his Opinion. And waiting upon the 
King at Woodfiock^ he promifed to keep his Laws^ 
upon the Faith of an honeft Man^ and without 
any Prevarication whatfoever.

And hfsre Arcbbifhop Becket declar'^I, he halt 
gone coo far in.his lace Engagement to the King^ 
and that he thought himfelf obligM to retraA hh 
Submiflion. ThS receding from his Promife made 
the King exce^ng angry, who threatned the 
Archbiihop and his Friends with the utmoft Seve« 
rity« He was afterwards charged with High 
Treafon. 

Thus having given an account of the Occafioil 
and Difference between thc^ King and Archbifliofi 
Becket^ I ihall take leave of the Subjed:, ciH his 
Reconciliation with the King. 

A.D4 1 170. The King and the Archbiihop 
being reconciled, the Archbiihop went on boara^ 
and had a, fair Wind to England, where he found a 
Body of Men armed upon the Bead ready to atf 
tack himi The Dean of Salisbury fearing fome 
Mifchief, went a-ihore firft, and charged them in 
the King's Name, not to outrage the Biihop, under 
pain of High Treafon : for that now the Differ 
rence between the King and the Archbiihop was 
taken up. Upon this, the Company laid dowa 
their Arms. As foon as he came to C§f$terlfufy, 
fome Officers of the Court were fent to com« 
mand him in the King's Name to abfolve the fu^ 
fpended and excommunicated Biihops. He told 
them, it was not within the Authority of aa iii- 
feriour Jurifdidion to fet aiide the Sentence of a 
fttperiour Court. When they urged, the King^ 
(meaning, I fuppofe the young King) would be 
re venged for the Incompliance: .The Archbiihop 
anfwer'd, that in cafe the Biihops of Salisbury and

Countrey^ and when the reft of their Chatter was

: Thefe Three Biihopi^ at their -timing to the 
Old King's Court, made a Tragical InveAive a* 
gainft Arehbifliop Buht , dedaim'd agaihft 
hitti ^s a Publick Incendiary ; called httn the 
jPerfecutcir of his own Ordir^ and the King's Ene^ 
aiy^ and the Bane of all good Men f and parri-

King in a formidable and military manner^ 

The King was ettreamly eaafperated ag»nft 
Bichti upon ttib kcfncfentation^ and expr^U 
liimfelf with great Warmth, Thaehe (i^at an un- 
.happy Jhince^ That he fed a great many fleepy 
infignificaikt Meq of QuaKqf f Thae none of bis 
'^enrants had either the Qratioide, oi- the Spirit^ t6 
areveog* him on a ftigja mtote^ by whom he had 
been lo much oucrag'd f. , Upon chis^ Four Geo-

rlemen of Figure^ that belonged to the Courfiy 
form'd a DeHgn againft the Archbifiiop's LUe z 
Their Nances were Reginald Btx,-Urfi^ Wiltiam Tnh^ 
€j^ Richard Britton, and IMb M<frvilL I'httA 

Men having concerted the Afl^nation^ ^vent oa 
board immediately^ and landed at Dover. They 
boafted of their good Pa0age| as if Providence 
bad approv'd of their Defign* They came to 
Canterhurf the next day, being the t^th of Dtcm^ 
.kir, and broke into the Archbifliop's Apartmenis 
without paying the cuftomary Refpeft. They 
told him they came from the King, to i:ommand 
tiim to abfolve the Biflipps under Cenfure. He 
reply'd, Thofe Pdrelates lay under the Pope's Sen* 
tence, and went ^on with the fame Anfwer he had 
formerly given to, the Bifiiops chemfelv^esL This 
Reply not guying SatisfaAion, the Four Gentle- 
men charged the Monks of Canterbury in the King^ 
Name to keep the Archbp. fafe, that he might be 
forth*coming ; v^^ upon this they went ofF with a 
menacing Ain The Axcbbp. told chem at parting^he 
came not into England to abfcond, neither would 
their Thrc^toings make any Imprdfion on him» - 
The fasne Day (hey returb'd to the Palace/ and 
learing ^ ;fie4y of Soldiers 14 the Gourt.Vaid, 
jTuflj^dimtftjhftGIpyfters with their Swords drawn, 
and afterw4r4s if amq into the Church, where the 
Arohbifiiop wa$i«t Ve^n :.

A Woid or two concerning this Archbifliop's 
jBxtradion* Thomas Becket then, was Son of 
Gilhert^ Sheriff of Union.

Upon his 
Return he was ipade Tewn-CUrk^ which Office he 
managed to fatisfadion. Being a Perfon of Pro* 
ficiency and Parts, he was reconimended to Tieo- 
hald^ Archbifhop of Canterimy. This Prelate feni 
him to Boncnim in ltaly% to ftudy the G'o'fl Law^ 
and afterwards made ufe of him in fevera) Em^ 
ployments to the Court of Rame. After focue time 
he was otdain'd Deacon by Arghbi(hop Iht^haU^ 
and prefei-r'd to the Archdeaconry of CanferkHryi 
which then^ nei^t to the BtAopricks apd Ab!^i(s,^ 
wasreckon'd the beft Church of Preferment in 
Englandy being valued at too L per onnMi^ Th9 
^ing being young, the Archbifhop was apjprehen- 
five he might receive ill impreffions from lome of 
his CourtitTSy and fly out into Liberty and wrong 
Meafures : To fecure his Conduft thecefgre,, T&cop 

bald Archbifhop of Canterbury prevailed with the 
King to make him Cbahcellmr of England. He 
.Knew this Tbowof well qualified for Pwlick Bufi- 
tiefs, and had a great Opinion of his Manage- 
ment. It feems^ he had given fin early TeftinM?- 
ny of his Ability^ and gained the Charad^er of n 
M^n of great Reach and Courage. He wlis like- 
wife well polifh'd for a Court- Life, knew bow to 
make a Figure^ and was furnifhed with Addrefs

to piocure him Friends^ and fupport him in his 
Station; 

He was very popular in this Office. His Houfe 
was a kind of Prince s Court, whither many Per- 
fons of the higheft Quality feht their Sons for 
Education ; fereral Noblemen and abundance of 
Knights did Homage to him for their Efiates. He 
was very generous and open-handed.

Knig Henrf VilL commanded JBidlef^ Monih^ 
ment to be defaced « (it was a ihtely Xtaufokuh, 
and ohiamemvd With Qold ahd fOf^tM^ of a pfo^ 
digious Va!oe5)'order'^ his Soniss tote burnt, his 
Name to be erasUout of the X^eiWtor, and feiz'd 
the Tai& Toeafare oiGsr'd at his ^Mn^.

WlUiam^BiOicip of E//, Ld.ChaQcelIor,was Im^ 
peach'd upon feveral Anioles, and parti- 
cularly, the lodignicy puc upon the Archbifliop 
of Tnrk and tb^ Bifhop of Durham, were urged 
with ^reat Aggravation^ Thofe Prelates and: ^- 
tons likewife who were joined with him in. the 
Adminiftration, heightened the Charge^ by ailed* 
gingy that he had refufed to take them into^ the

made himfelf fole Manager, and governed all 
things by his own arbitrary. ' Eancy. Then ihe 
ArchlHfhop of Roan, and IVUliamMarjhal^ Earl of 
StrigHil^ produced the King's Letters under his 
Seal, sind dated at MeJJinay by virtue of which 
they were made Joynt Cotpmtffioners with the 
Chancellour in the Adminiftration.

Peter BUfenfis defcribes the Bifhop of Ely as a

we may add, the Chancellour's Defence to the 
iA rticles above* mentioned.

The Archbilhop was fo overfet with this Repri- 
mand^ that he is faid to have begg d the King'ff 
piaffing t* 'the King reply'd, he forgot his 
Ct^f^der^ and that 'twas more proper for himfelf 
tp receive the fileffing. In (hort^ the King find'* 
ing the Arf^bifhop fo unfupporte^ in his Behayi- 
9ur^ was the more confirmed in his Sufpicion^ an4 
complained to t)ie Pope againfi him. Upon 
which he \yas fummoned by the Pope to appear 
l)efpfe him^ and niake his Defence. It feems^ 
JVinicheifej ixi, t\p% fet forward in his Voyage wic(| 
that Expedition was expeded; upon which his 
Revpnue^ were feiz'd^ and himfelf outlawed. And 
now being reduced to extream neceflSlcy, he lay 
concealed for fome time with the Monks of C^fi^ 
tirbury. When the Archbilhop came to the Pop€^ 
he found his Holimfi ftrongly prepofiefs'd again^: 
tjim, and W9? fufpended from the Adminiftrgtion 
I;>oth of Spirituals and Temporals^ till he could 
pijrge himfelf* He continued under Iticapacity 
4Wog that Reign ; but upon King Edward Ud s 
^cpmiiig to ihe Throne he was recalled, and redo- 
iredto h|s Archbittioprick^ and died A. Dii ^ii^ 
Aiay ii* after h^ M<^ f^(G 1 9 Years* 

As for his Family, Hiftorians jbave left us no- 
thing* His fir)$ pducation was at Canterbury ^ when 
tiie Advantages oi his Perfon^ Parts and Behavi- 
our ga^ye gre^t gxpeA^tion of his making a Fi« 
gurp. IphisYoMth he travelled to faris^ where 
^e impjroycjl himfeljr in Humanity, Logick, &c^ 
^fA afcerw^rdi vm^t a gre^t progrefs in Pivinicy« 
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1 8 VJ'lnchtKcy ^ ArM/hop^S^c. 

In fhort, he was no lefs commended for his Im- 
provement in Letters, than for the Regularity of 
his Life, and Qbligingnefs of his Temper. Info- 
much that at laft, he was unanimoufly chofen 
KeAor of that Univerficy. This Office he dif- 
Charged to great Satisfaction^ Afterwards he re« 
turned to Oxford^ where his Preaching and Publick 
Difputations gained him great Reputation. And 
here 'twas he commenced Dodor in Divinity. 
And having the Char after of a Man of ConduA 
and Experience, and one that underftood Bufinefs, 
as well as Books, he was chofen Ghancellour of 
the Univerfity. In this Poft he was very fervice- 
able to the Intereil and Credit of the Univerfity, 
made feveral ufeful Provifions, and fupprefs'd fe* 
veral ill Cuftoms. He was afterwards made Arch- 
deacbn of Effex^ and Prebendary of St. Paufs. 
He refided conftantly upon his Prebend, and ex* 
pounded the Holy Scriptures every day in the 
Church, and was very frequent in his Performan* 
ces in the Pulpit. And as for his Archdeaconry, 
he managed his Jurifdidion with that Prudence, 
Temper and Juftice, that every body was pleafed 
with him. Being thus remarkable for Capacity, 
Learning and Morals, his Charafter reached the 
Court,* and gained him the Efteem of the King 
and the Nobility ; and thus his Eledion pafs'd 
with general Approbation* Neither was he lefs 
admired in Itafy than at home : For when he went 
to Rome to be confirmed. Pope Celeftine and his 
Court, were fo much taken with his Learning and 
good Qualities, that they defigned to make him a 
Cardinal , and keep him at Rome. And to iiniA 
this Archbifhop's Charader, he was very firm and 
faithful to King. Edward U. and reprefented his 
Mifcarciages to him with Decency and Freedonu

The Largenefs of his Mind, and his Charities 
were v^ry excraordinary.For befides his fupporting 
young Scholars at the Univerfuy, he ufed to re* 
lieve :; or 4000 People twice a Week at his Houfe; 
and as for thofe that were not able to come^ he 
fent them affiftance. And where Perfons of bet* 
t^r Condition had fallen to dispay by any extraor* 
dinary accident^ and wanted the affurance to 
ask^ he ufed to relieve their Wants ^nd their Mo- 
defty^ by fending them Cloaths and Money. Ae 
Table he was afrable and inoffenffvely pleafant ; 
but would never endure any thing of Flattery^ 
Detradion^ or Buffoonry. He beftowed his Pre* 
ferments always upon Men of Learning ; and if 
a Divine had no Merits but the Recommendation 
of a Great Man^ he was fure not to fpeed.

Upon this Arffwer, the Archbilhops and all the 
Bifliops prefent^rifmg up,entreated theKing'isFavour 
for the Bifhop of Hereford, and beggVi him to admit 
tiis Excufe : and when they perceived the King 
too angry ta be thus pacified, they infifted upon 
khe Bi(hop*s being a Clerl, arid claimed the Privi- 
lege of the Cburcb. The King giving way to 
their Importunity, delivered him to the Cuftody 
of the Archbifhop of Canterbury, with a defign 
however, to call him to an account upon the 
Articles above mentioned. In fhon, fome few days 
gfter^ the Bifiiop was brought to his Tryal at the 
King's Emcb Bar.

And befides all thefe Mifdemeanors, he had misbe«

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Z 3 Stephen dc Gravefend,5p* of London* 

he . ha4/ betray ed his Matter's Bufinefs, and*dif- 
covered himfelf in the French Kings Intereftf. 
However^ he was fo fuccefsful^as to ba69e the Pro- 
fecution^ and recover the King's Favour ||. 
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Stephen de Gra\rcfend, Bi/bop pf London^ 

STepben de Gravefend^ Bifliop of London^ was con* 
(ecratcd in January i;i9j by Archifhop Key^ 
polds^ This Prelate was nrm to K« Edw. II. ap- 
peared boldly againft the Deposing Ordinance^and 
refufed to fwear Allegiance to the young King j|. 
He was very much iniulted and harraiTed for his 
Loyalty. Two Years after the Murther of the late 
K^ing Edward, there was a Report he was livings 
and kept in Prifon f. William, Archbiihop of 
Taril^ and thi$ Stephen, Bifliop of London, were 
jpharged with a Defign to enlarge the late King, 
And rieftore him. The Earl of Kent was beheaded 
iipon this Impeachment. The fame matter waf 
proved^ or pretended fo, upon the Bifliops j but 
their Impeachment was difcharged by Ad of Par« 
|iamenc« 
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Arcbbi/hop STRATFORD, 

ARchbifhop Stratford charged with High-frea*^ 
fon for coneiponding with Philip of France. 
The King giving Credit to this Information^ or- 
dered the Archbifhop, the Bifliop of Chefiir, Lord 
Chancellor, and the Bifhop of Coventry^ L6rd Trea» 
furer, to be taken into Cuftody, and brought to 
an Account for their Management. - . 

During the King's abfence, the next Morning 
after this was refolv'd in Council, the MeflfeQ- 
gers came to Lambeth to feize the Biihop, bat 
not finding him there, they came back to Lmh 
dm, and apprehending the Bilhops of Covm^ 
try TUidChicbifier, with fome others in their War- «^ 
rant, carried them to the Tower. The Archbi(hq> 
having notice how Matters went, made ha^ lo 
Canterbury, and was immediately followed by Sir 
Nicholas Cant elope y who was fent to him with a 
MeflQige from the King : Sir Nicholof, who took a 
Publick Notary along with him to make Evidence 
of what pafs'd, requir'd the Bifliop in the King's 
Name to perform his Promife made at the entring 
upon the French War } and that fince he had en- 
gag'd himfelf under Securities to the Fkmijh Mer- 
chants, to repay fuch Sums of Money as the Kil^g 
(hould take up for the Service of the War, he 
would fatisfie the Debt j and that now, in regard 
the Time was expired and the King was call'd up- 
on for Payment, he would either turnilh the Sum^ 
or elfe go into Flanders and deliver himfelf to the 
Creditors till the Debt was difcharg'd.

The Archblfliop's Anfwer was^ That he deOred 
time CO dired his Thoughts farther in this Matter. 
And now he had ftill more Bufinefs upon his 
Hands ; for the Duke of Brabant fent his Agents to 
him ; and when he refufed to fee them^ they Pofted 
up their InftruAibn upon a great Crofs before the 
Gate of the Priory; the Contents of the Paper 
was^ that the Duke of Brabant fummoned John 
Archbifhop of Canterbury to make his Appearance 
in his Courts of Juftice in Flanders^ and to remain 
in that Country purfuant to his Oath, till the King 
•his Mafter's Debts were difcharged. Whilft the 
Archbifhop*s Affairs were thus embroiled^ the King 
-fent a Copy of this Letter to the Bifliop of London, 
to the Prior and Convent of Canterbury^ with 
Orders to have it pnblickiy read. This Letter 
the Convent brought to the Archbifhop, who after 
the Perufal^ called the Clergy and Burghers into 
the Cathedral, and endeavoured to juftifie his 
Condud and Integrity in the King's Bufinefs: 
This was done in an Harangue from the Pulpit ; 
afterwards he ordered the King's Letter to be read, 
replied to (he Articles upon which he was charged, 
and then drew up his Defence in Writing, and 
got it difperfed throughout the whole Province* 

Soon after the King had thus publifh'd his Dif« 
like to th^ Bifliop's Proceedings^ there was an In* 
formation preferred againft him, and he was fum- 
moned to appear and account for his PraAice. 

Archbifhop Stratford not thinking it Cafe to cafi the 
Caufe upon this lifue, refused to Plead to a Charge 
of fo High a Nature, unlefs before the Lords Spi^ 
ritual and Temporal in Parliament/ It was not 
long before the Parliament was call'd, ancl the 
Archbifhop had a Protedipn from the King to 
fecure him from Panger : Being thus fortified, he 
^ came to Wefv/Ari^ With a Pompous Attendance 

'of 
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of Clergy and other People of Fafliion j but, 
upon his going to the Parliament Houfe, the Lord 
Steward of the Houfhold^ and the Lord Chamberlain 
charged him in the King's Name^ not to go in till 
he had made his Appearance in the Court of 
Exchequer^ and anfwer'd to the Articles again (I him. 
The Archbifliop^ to fatisfie the King's Order^ ap» 
pear'd at the Exchequer ^ received a Copy of the 
Charge, and promis'd to return his Anfwer, after 
time for confidering the Articles j upon this he 
hkd the King's Commiffion for coming into the 
Parliament^Houfe^ where he declar'd before the 
Lbrds^ That the Rights and Liberties of the 
Church, the Intereft and Honour of the King and 
Kingdom brought him thither^ and that like wife 
(ince feveral Crimes had been publickly laid to bis 
Charge, he came to clear himfelf fromthofe Im- 
putations in full Parliament, -That Day the Houfe 
was adjourned, and nothing done. 

The next time the Archbifhop attempted to go to 
the Ueufe^ one tVilllam AttewooJ, a Perfon belonging 
tp the Court, charg'd him in the King's Name noc 
to go in: Upon which the Archbifliop applying 
himfelf to the Standers-by , Gentlemenyhys he, tbeKing 
hath fymmoned me by bis Writ to Parliament^ ^nd here as. 
one of the greatefi Peers of the Realm^ and having the 
Privilege of the jfiri? ^ote j 1 infifl upon the Rights of my 
See of Canterbury, and demand the Liberty of coming 
into the Houfe* And when he found the Door fe- 
cured by the Guards, and that his getting in was 
Impradicable, he took his Crofs in his Hand^ and 
protefted he would not retire till he had the King's 
leave to enter the Houfe ; and being threatned and 
male- treated by fome of the Company, he began 
to grow warm at the Affront, and beftow fome 
h'ard Wilhes upon his Enemies ; the Curfe of AU 
might J Cod, fays he, and the hlejfed Virgin^ light upon 

E a the 
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ihc Heads of tbofe who mifreprefented me to the Kinf^^ 
and procurd this ufage upon me. This Noife and Di* 
fiurbance made feveral of the Lords come out, 
whom the Archbifliop defir'd to ufe their Intereft 
wich the King in his Behalf. In the mean time 
feveral Articles were drawn up againft the Arch- 
bifliop, and made Publick, to bring him under a 
general Odium. At laft, by the Lords Interceed* 
ing^ the King was fomewhat mollified, and the 
Archbifliop was admitted to come into the Parlia- 
ment Houfe, where he fubmitted to a Legal Tryal, 
and offer'd to Plead to the Imptachmenr. 

The King complains of this Prelate in his 
Letters. The Articles drawn up againft him^ and 
other Preparations for his Tryal, fe.em only to be ' 

done ad faciendum 'Populum. In fliort, it looks 

highly probable, the Young King had been Cither 
mif-Ied or over*liberal to his Favourites j great 
Taxes had been raifed, to make way for the Con- 
queft of France^ and yet the Peoples Expedations 
were baulked, and the Expeditions had by no means 
anfwered up to the Profped and Expence: That 
the Subject therefore might not be backward to 
contribute to the Support of the War, 'twas thought 
advifable to lay the Publick Mifcarriage upon the 
Archbifhop: By this Expedient the King would be 
skreen'd . the Court lie under flielter, and the People 
better difpos'd for the Payment of another Tax j and ' 
tho' fome fufpeded the Archbifhop was gained by * 
the Pope to clog the War, by not furnifhing the 
Money in due time, and that he perfwaded the 
King to drop the Enterprize and make a Peace ; 
Notwithftanding this Conjeifture, 1 fty, there was 
twoThings which go a great way in the Archbifliop's 
Innocence,- Ftrfi, Tis highly probable the King 
was (iicisfied of Stratford^ Integrity, becaufewhen, 
upon the breaking up of this Parliaraeiit, he made 

another 
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another Expedition into France, he took the Arch^ 
bifhop into favour, and made him one of his cbiof 
Minifters of State. Secondly^ Becaufe in the nexc 
Parliament, held Two Years after, the King com- 
manded that the Articles of Impeachment drawn 
up againft the Archbifhop of Canterbury y (houid be 
brought into the Houfe to be annuU'd and deciar'd 
infignificant. The Motive afligtfd for this Order, 
is, Becaufe the Matter contained in the faid Ard-* 
cles was neither Reafonable nor True< . 

Thefe Things put together, amount, in my 
Opinion, to a mil Evidence for the Archbiihop s 
Juftification. 

Upon the Eve of St Bartholomew y in the Year 
i;48. the Archbifliop departed this Life. This 
Prelate in the general Defedion againft Edward ih 
held firm to the Crown ,• and therefore, the Story 
of his drawing the Depofing Articles, was without 
doubt no better than a Calumny raifed by Orlton 
Bifliop of Haeford, to give a Colour to his own 
Treafon : Indeed, this Orlton was fo notorious a 
Rebel, that there is little Credit to be given to h)^ 
Tedimony ; efpecially fince we find him conviAed 
of FalfHood in the Houfe of Lords in anotherCafe ; 
he charged Archbifiiop Stratford, with advifing 
the King to do Homage to Vbilif of France ^ and 
that Stratford fuggefted thefe ^ Meafures without 
confulting the Privy Council. But thefe Depofi^ 
tions were fully difprov'd, and Evidence produced 
that the Archbiihop knew nothing of the Matten 

To conclude this Archbifhop's Life, he was re« 
markably Charitable, and ufed to give every Day; 
Money and Provifion$:to about Forty People wich 
his own Hands, befides the other Charity from the 
Remains of his Table j to which we may add large. 
Diftributions of J^^oney, fent to Poor Women Ly. 
ijpg'in, and other Indigent Perfons. He was like-

wife a very Gentte Good-natur'^Govcfnor, and 
cbofe rather eo relax a Htde in the Canon^ than 
come to the Extremities of Difcipline« He was 
Born at Stratford in tVanpickJjhire^ where he built 
a ftacely Collegiate Church* He was a Prelate of 
Learning, and thoroughly acquainted with the 
Canon and Civil Law* He fare Thirteen Years, 
Six Months, and fome odd Weeks, and was buried 
in CArfi?- Church, Canterhary. The King was in 
Trance when Stratford died ; but he had put the Ad- 
minftratioil into fo good a Methpd, that the State 
fuffered nothing by the King's ^bfence. 




WILLIAM 0/ Wickham, Bifhop of 

Winchefter, 

William of mvkbam, Bifliop of Winchefier. 
His Father s Name was John Perrot. But 
this William being born at Wickbam ih Hantjhire in 
71)24. took his Sirname from thence, according to 
th^ Cuftom of the Clergy of that Age. His Fa- 
ther's Circumfiances being flender, one Nicholas 
Jfidalty a Gentleman in the Neighbourhood, fup« 
plied the Charge of his Education. He was firft 
bred at Wiiicbe^er, and afterwards went to Oxford, 
where he fpcnt his time in the Study of Arithme^ 
tick. Geometry, and more particularly in the Civil 
tind Canon Law. After fix* Years continuance in 
Oxford, his Patron Wedale, then Governour of 
Jir$ncbefier^Ckft\c, took him into his Family, and 
made him his Secretary ♦ Afterwards he became 
Jcnownto King E<&;^// IIL who perceiving him

k Perfon of good jiacunil Paitt^ aAd of a Genius 
for Matbem^tfcks and Arebiufiwe^ made him the 
Surveyor of bis Buildings. His Direftton for the 
Rebuilding of f^n^^T^^-Caftle gave great Satisfo- 
iftion^ and occanoned his promotion at Coutp f 
where he paffed throi^h the Offices of Secretary, of 

State^ Privy Seal^ Mafter ef the Court of fPards, Rf- 
ceifver- General of the Kings Revenues in Prince, Szc 
He was preferred to the See of Wincbefier in the 
Year i;67. and foon after made Lord Chancellor 
of England. 'Tis ^id^ that King Edward III. per* 
ceiving JVickbam fomewhat forward in grafping at 
this Biflioprick^ he put him in mind of the Dif^ 
advantages of his Birth and Learning : To which 
JVickbam replied^ that tho* he was but a moderate 
Scholar himfelf ^ he would take eife^ual care to 
make a great many good ones. In the latter End 
of the Reign of King Edwardlll. when the Ad- 
miniftration, was in the hands of the Duke of 
Lanca/ier, Wickiam was charged with embezzeling 
the King's Revenues^ and misbehaving himfelf in 
his Court- Preferment. For this Mifmanagement' 
he was profecuted in the Kings Bench } Sir William 
Skifwitb^ then Chief Juftice^ procured a FerdiS 
againft him, sind gave him no liberty to make his 
Defence. Upon this, at the Inftance of the Duke 
of Lancafier, his Temporalities were feized, and 
, he was forbidden to come within twenty Mil^ of 
the Court. And after he had liv'd about a Yeai^ 
and half under this Difgrace, he made his way 
back to the King's Favour^ and recover'd his 
Temporalities. By the Intereft of Mce Pierce^ 
Wickbanis Affairs being thus reftor'd^ and his Foii^ 
tune increafmg, he began to work upon the }Agi^ 
dels of thofe Noble Foundations projeAed by him. 
]^e began the building of New College in Oxford lA 
^il9s and finiflied it in ieven Years : The £ndowJ

ment was no lefs Noble than the Strudure^ there 
being a Provifion made for a Warden^ and feventy 
Fellows and Scholars, befides Chaplains, Organift, 
Chorifters and College-Servants, amounting in all 
to the Number of 1 3 j^. 

His College at Winchtjler, which hedefigned as a 
Nurferf for that at Oi^ri,wasbegtta in the Year i ^Sy. 
andfinifh'd in 1393* Upon this Foundation he fet- 
tled an Eftate, for a Warden,TenFellows,twoSchooU 
mafters, and feventy Scholars. His Capacity and 
Prpdence, in providing for the Government of 
chefe two Colleges was no lefs remarkable than his 
Munificence^ His Statutes being drawn up with 
that judgment and Reach of Thought, that they/ 
have been tranfcribed for the Benefit of othf^ 
Houfei, and ferved as it were for a Pattern to f iic 
principal Colleges in Oxford and Camkridge. Befj^es 
thefe Noble Benefactions, he built the Nav,^ of 
WincheftefCathtdral^ exhibited f 2 Scholars i/r 0»- 
fi»dy and always maintained 24 poor People/ in his 
Family. He died in 1404, and lies burie,^ in his 
Cathedral, where a (lately Monument is e/eded for 
him.

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Earl of mitfhire and Lord Treafurer. The Gravity 
of his Behaviour^ and the Obligingnefs of his 
Temper^ the Sanftity of his Life^ and his extraor-' 
dinary Learnings made hitn much regarded and 
belov'd j. and might poffibly give occasion to the 
Report of bis working Miracles after his Death. 

He was the firft Biihop that had ever fuifered' 
by the Sentence of the King's Judges f. He was 
bred at Oxford ^ where he comnienc'd Mafler of Arts 
and DoBor in Law. He travelKd into trance and 
half J and became an Advocate at Rome: Upon 
his Return he was made Lord Chancellor of En^ 
gland ; and in 1396 promoted to the See of Utcb'- 
field and Coventry y and was thence removed to fhe 
Archbifhoprick of Tork^ and managed that Charge 
wicb great Commendation*

GEORGE Hevil ArchbifliOp of Tork, was Son 
to Riebard Earl of Salisbury : His Brother; 
the Great Earl of IVarwick^ got him preferred to 
the See of Exeter, before he was of Age to be Coih. 
fecrated. He was made Lord Chancellor in 1460. 
being then, as Qcdwin reports^ but Twenty five 
Years old. When the Earl of Warwick was fufpe- 
ded of a Revolt to the late King Henr^ Kin^ 
Edward^ to weaken that M^lecontenf^ intere£t» 
took the Broad Seal from his Brother George ; but 
•fterwards, when the late King iifcwy. was taken 

G 2 Prifoner^ 
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Prifoner^ and the Earl of Warwick was fo Politick 
as to conceal his DifaiFeiftion to the Government^ 
King Edward made no Oppofition to the Btfliop's 
Promotion in the Churchy but feem'd to be content- 
ed with his being trafijUted from Exeter to TcrL 
But about Three Years after, the Earl of Warwick 
declaring openly for the Reftoration of H$my, the 
Archbi^op of rork deferted the Crown^ and went 
into his Brother's Intereft ; and when King £i- 
ward was furprized in his Camp tan JVclney^ and 
taken Prifoner^ (h^ Earl of Warwick put him into 
the H^fid^s of this Archbifiiopj who convey'd htm 
to MidUham CaQle in Torki^ire. It muft b& faid, 
he treated the King hoiiourabiy under his Confine* 
mentj and gave him Liberty to Hunt in the Park 
with a (lender Guard : By which Civilities (if. I 
may call them fo) he made his Efcape^ and reco- 
ver'd his Kingdom *. 

After the Battles of B^rntt and Teuxhury^ when 
the Lancafirian Party was wholly fuppreis'd. Arch* 
bi(hop Nevil was committed to Prifon : but Henry 
VI. being now dead^ and the King deliver'4 from 
the Apprehenfion of a Rivals he gave this Prelate 
his Liberty. 

About a Year after, when jhe King kept bti 
Court at WindfoTy the Archbiffibp invited him to 
Hunt in Afr^r- /^»/i in Htrrf<>rdjhire : The King pecv 
ceiviog he had now an Opportunity of executing 
his Defign againft Nevil^ accepted the Invitation^ 
and appointed the time. The Arcfabifiiop,^ to 
make the better JPreparation to receive the King^ 
order'd a great Quantity of Wrought Plate, which 
had^ ^een hid during the Wars, to be brought to 
thcHoufej bofrqw'd a gisat deatlof his Neigb«

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bourS) and in fliotf^ was every way fitted for a 
mofl Magnificent Entertainment. The Day be* 
fore the King was to come, he fent Two Gentle- 
men down to Moer-Park'y with a Commiffioil tb 
Arrdl the Archbifiiop for High-Trfeafom The Pakv 
ticulars of the Charge were. That he |ield Corre«> 
fpondence with the Earl of , Ox/m/^ who had now 
Fortify'd himfelf at %u Mi€bittr%-Mmnt in Cmi^ 

And thus tbeArchbifhop's Rich Furniture, Plate^ 
and Money wore all feized, to the Value of I0009 
Pounds; and himfelf Imprtibn'd. Amoiigft his 
other Effe^ he loft his Mitre, which was taken 
in Pieces, and the Jewels fetin the Cmtm : The 
reft of his Temporal Eftate, and the Revenues of 
his Archbiihoprick were likewife feiz'd. 

After he had coiitinu'd under Confinement Four 
Years, he was fenc Prifoner to Cdlai^^ where he 
pafs'd his time in a very unfurnifh'd Condition^ 
At laft the Intereft of his Frttods procur d him g 
Difcharge: But 'twas thought the unexJpeAed 
Hardlhipshe had met with occafiond his Deithp 
which happen'd jt.l>. i^j^i the fame Year lie 
was enlarged. 

THOMAS WOOLSET, Arcbtifbop of Xoik: 

IN the Year i;2;4^k;.28. This Cardinal wat 
tried by Hales^ the AttorneT*<3eneral, and 
indt<Sed upon the Statute agamft Purchafing 
Bulls, Inftruments, Procefs, &c. in the Court 
of Rme^ or elfewhere, againft the King, his 
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Crown and Dignities ^. He ^z% allowed to ap« 
pear by his Attorney. 

The Indiftmenc fee forth^ Tl&^t Thomas^ Legate 
de Latere^ Arcbbipfof of York, htiw not ignorant of 
the Pnmiffisy bad obtained feveral Bulls from Clement 
tbe Jtb, by virtue of which be exercifeJ Autbority Le- 
gamine^ to tie defrivation of tbe Kin£s Power efiabli* 
jhed in bis Courts of Ju^ice : Wbkb Jaid Rulet he eau^ 
fed to be fubltckij read in Weftminfter^ ajfuming to 
bimfelf tbereumm tie Dignity and Jurifdi&ion of Le-> 
gate de Latere $ which ho has exefeifed to this day, to 
tbe Prejudice of both Secular and EccUfiaftical Perfons } 
4md that by colour tbererf, be bad given away tbe Church 
lof Stow-Goilford in the County of Surrey 3 &e. AH 
which was to the Contowpt of tbe King and his Crown, 
and contrary to the Statute of 1 6. Richard II. 
'M$reover, by colour 4>f tbe faid Authority, he bad caufed 
the Lafi Wills and Teftaments of many {out of his D10- 
^#/i) to be exhibited and froved in bis Court, and their, 
Coods and Chattels to be adminijhed by fucb as be af^ 
f'ointed. Alfoj that under colour of this faid Authority, 
Me had made divers Vijitations out of his Diocefs, and 
drawn Penfions from Abbies, to tbe Contemft if tbe 
King and his Laws. 

The Cardinal not being in Courts before the 
Tryal (^ame to Convidion^ fome of the Jadges 
were fent down to Afl^ur to receive his Anfwer^- 

The Cardinal juftify'd the Exercife of his Le* 
gantine Charai9:er to the Judges who went to exa- 
niine him. He told them^ he had the King*s Li>> 
cence under his Hand and Broad Seal to indemni* 
"fie him ; but that hi could not produce the Inftru- 
mencs^ becaufe his Trunks and Cof&n were feized* 
And that he did not mif- report the matter^ I fhall 
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prove to a Demonftration. However, not think* 
ing it advifable to maintain tiis GonduA^ he con- 
fe&d the Indidmenc^ fent his Submiffion^ and caft 
bimfelf upon the King's Honour* 

But nothing could flop the Motion of his Mif- 
fortunes : For not long after^ feveral Lords and 
others of the Privy Council exhibited Articles to 
the King againfl him« 

The xZtb Article declares exprefsly^ he had the 
King's Licence to exekife his Legantine Author!* 
ty. And fince he had the King's Leave^ and was 
admitted by bis Higbmfs^ (as the Article fpeaks) to 
be a Legate within this Realm ; was it noc a great 
Hardfliip he ihould be indiAed upon the Statute of 
Framtmire? For^ as it appears by the Procefs^ he 
was not profecuted fo much for the Abufe, as for 
the ufing his Legamine CommifCon. f *Twas fir 
caujhg the Pope's Bull to be fublickly read in Weft- 
minfter, ana ajfuming to bimfelf the Dignity and Ju^ 
rifdiSion ^/ Legatus de Latere. Thus the King 
made the Privilege of his Letters Patents a Crime^ 
fued againfl his own Licence^ and brought the 
Cardinal under a fevere Forfeiture^ for making ufe 
of the Royal Authority. 

As for the whole Body of Articles, the Lord Her^ 
hen obferves^ that nothing of this Nature was ob« 
jefted to the Cardinal^ till he fell under the King's 
Difpleafure ; which is a Sign that 'twas the Envy 
and Ambition of his Enemies that firam*d this Im^ 
^peachment : They malign'd his Greatnefs^ coveted 
his Pofty and hoped for his Wealth. From henoe, 
•tis plain there was more Clamour than Proof in 
the Allegation { for when Cr^mtt^^/ came to fpeak 
co.ithem^ they fell flat^ and the£iiS{ was difmtfs'd/ 
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Notwithftatidffig this Siibmiffiim^ the Cardiiifli! 
was ftripp'd oi hk raft Forrune^ and remained in 
ii very unfbmifli'd Condition lor fiune time^ which 
made fucb an Impreflioa upon his Spiriti as threw 
himf into 8iciui65 : At the hearing of this che 
King began to relent^ and (ent him a Ruby and 
a iiind Mei&ge^ by his PhyficianDr.lt«//x^ and 
prevailed with Mrs. Anne BiMgn to make him a 
|irefeni at th^ fiime time. What Efkdt thefe Fa- 
vours had xxfotk |hd Cardinal's Health is uncertain j 
liut he recovered foon after ; and the King^ to af- 
fur^him fbnhir^ pafs'd his Pardon on thci Twelfth 
of februatf^ if 29. reftor^d him to the Archbifiio- 
prick of y^rk^ and fent him M^oney ^ Plate^ and 
eiher Furniture for his Hpufe and Cbappel. Now 
the Cardinal had fome hope of recovering his In- 
tereft at Court ; He Petitioned the King for leave 
to remove from Ajjkur to Ricbmmdi but his Ene* 
flsies prevailed with the King to ^nd him to his 
Jpioceft of rorh. The Cardinal being commanded 
to the Norths had no Excufe for Delay^ but vant 
of Money^ with which he acquainted the King j 
upon which Complaint^ being furnifhed wkh 
1000 Pounds^ he (et forwards 1 was remarkaUy 
Charitable and Devout in his Journey^ and had 
the Refpeds of great Numbers of People who 
CMie to him on the Road : And thus by flow Re^* 
Qioves he came to Canwd "^ Caitle nes^r Kirk^ about 
the End of Sefttmbir j and here Provifion was 
inade fpr a Cuftomary and Solemn tnfialmtfi|^ 
about a Month after. 

But whether the King thought the PcMifp of 
this Ceremony miieafonable^ and too much for a 
Man in Difgrace, or whether the Cardinal had 
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ihrovm out fome Expreflion of Difoontent, is tneer 
Conjefture< Hawever^ 'tis certain hii Fate was 
det^noin'd^ Indeed the true Reafon why the 
Kingrefolv'd hbRuin, feems to have been his 
lacompliance in the Divorce* 

But now the Ceremony of Inftalment approach^ 
Ing, the Cardinal was arretted for High-Treafon^ 
by the Earl of Northumterland znd SitfVaker IValfhi 
The Cardinal^ at the Earls coming, received hitn 
very friendly, and prepared fpr his Entertainment j 
but when he underftood i)is BuflnefS) and was de- 
nied a fight of the Earl's Commiffion, he refufed 
to obey the Arreft ; but when ff^aijhy a Gentleman 
of the Privy CbanAvr^ appeared, he furtender'd him- 
' felf to iiim. 

CavenJijh reports, this Charge of High-Trea(bn 
againft the Cardinal| wa< a Plot of his Enemies at 
Court* Indeed, there was little Probability of 
the Cardihtrs being Guilty, if we confider his 
Appeal to the King for his Innocence, in his Sick- 
nbfs ; ahd his dying Words to the fame Purpofe. 
Arid farther, a Crime of this nature is very un- 
likely in refpe<% co the Time j for in t'ebruary laft^ 
the CaiHlinal was pardond for all High-^Treafon ; 
fmce wliich time, his Ihcereft was broken , he had 
hi^tn confined, and adisd in tio BuHnefs. 

After the Arreft he fet forwards for London, fell 
iick by the way, and dy*d at' the Abby of Leicefi^r. , 

When his was attached for Higb*Treafon, with 
Spirit and Prefence of Mind, he maintained his 
^is Innocence with the higheft Solemhicy^ and 
pvtk'd for a TryaU He w& not without his Fail- 
ings J He feems to have RffeAed Pomp and Seculdt 
Grandeur too much. He held the Office of Lord 
Cbancelkfy the Bifhbprick of Pf^nchefier, the Rich 
Abby of Sti Albans^ and thcs Archbiflioprick of 
TorkzW atone time: This, wiihout doubt, was 

H being 
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being too great a Pluralift. He appears like wife 
to have been too refign'd a Courtier, and over- 
cbfequious to the King's Pleafure ; and thisexcefs of 
Compliance he regretted to his laft Hour : To this 
fort of Mifcondud^ a High Station^ lies not a little 
exposed. 

But then, to ballance thefe Infirmities, he bad 
the Mixture of many Good Qualities: He was, 
as the Lord '^Herbert obferves, a Peribn of great 
Parts and Induftry « ; had defervedly the Chara<fter 
of an able Mini^er^ and was courted by the great* 
eft Princes* His Learning is faid to have lain 
mofl: in School- Divinity and Capon Law : But not* 
wichftanding this Charader of Abatement, we 
don t find he ever was tax'd with being unqualified 
for the Chancery- Bench. He is much blamed by 
fome Hiftorians for Haughtinefs and Stiff Behavi- 
our J but if this had been his Faulty it feems he 
left it off before his laft Misfortune : For Cavendifh 
relates, that in his Journey to the North, he gain'd 
very much upon all forts of People ; and that he 
was remarkable, not only for his Bounty and Ex« 
emplary Life, but lii^ewife for his Condefcenfion 
and obliging Manner f. He feems to ha^e been 
a Goodnatur'd Mafter, by the Tendem^s and 
Regret between Kim and tiis Family at parting; 
tad his declaring, tbat no Circumftance in his 
Misfortune troubled him fo much, as his being 
difabled from making a Provifion for his Servants. 
His Schemes for the Benefit of Learning were 
noble and well laid, as, appears by his College at 
Oxford. He like wife founded a College at Iffitftcb, 
for the Service of Religion and the Poor. He 
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Kkewife ddigned the founding a Society in Londcm^ 
for the Civil and Canon Law. For this purpofe he 
pr6jeded the Building a fine ^tont-ColUge i the 
Famous Antiquary Sir Robert Cotton^, faw the Model' 
t)f this Stru Aure. He built the greateft Part of 
Whitehall and Hamfton-Court intirely. He came in* 
to the World with no advantage of Family^ his 
Father being but a poor Man at Ipjwicb. 

F ISH BR, Bi/bop of Rocheftcn 

KING Henry VIII. dot enduring any Oppofiti* 
on to his New Title, refolved to .proceed ta 
Extremity: He begah with F/jb^, Bifhop of Ro* 
chefier ; who^ after be had lain in the Tower about 
a Year^ was brought to his Tryal. During his 
tmprifonment he was examined upon the Con« 
tents of fome Letters that pafs'd between htm and 
Sir Thomas Adoor^ who was then a Prifoner in the 
fame Place f. The Purport of the Bifliop's Let- 
ters to Moor^ was chiefly concerning a BiO, by 
which Words againft the King are made Treafon f. 
This Bid flack in the Houfe of Commons^ who 
infifted^ that the Term malicioujlj, might be added* 
The AB was pafs'd with this Amendment* Sir 
Thomas Moor^ who anfwer'd the Letter while the 
Bill was depending, told the Bifhop^ that, pro?i« 
ded the AS: was thus qualified^ he would be in no 
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danger by anfwering the Queftion concefniog 
fome Words charged upon him. 

Farther, one Article againft him was. That a 
Servant of the Lieutenant's had heard Mra. R^per, 
Sir Thomas Moors Daughter, (ay^that Biihop Fijhet 
was made a CarMnaL To which be anfwered, thQ 
iaid Servant and one IViifm being prefent^ that if 
the Cariinah Hat was laid at his Feec^i he; would, 
not ftoop to take it up t- 

Tis true. Pope Taul had lately declared him a 
Cardinal This unfeafonable RefpeA precipitated 
his Death : For the King thought, this Promotion 
might be of ill confequence, and. .encoumge his 
Subjeds to contemn his* Authority, For Fifjher had 
refufed to fwear the Preamble to the ASl of Sue- 
cefiion, and could by no means be prevailed with 
to own the Idling's Ecclefiaftical Supremacy in the 
Forms prefcribed. The King, as Saunders reports^ 
fent forne of the Judges to examine him^ whether 
he had made any application for the Cardinar% Caf* 
His anfwer was, that he never foUicited either for. 
that, or any other Honour : and that this Time^ 
efpecially, was very unlikely to draw his Fancy j 
That Old Age, Confinement, and £xpe(^tions of 
peath, were Prefervacives againft Ambition* 

As to. the Letters which paiTed between Moor 
and this fiifliop, the Subjed of them was moftly 
to encourage each other to Fortitude and Refigna- 
(ion, to implore the Divine affiftance, and pray 
for their Enemies : Neither did any thing pafs, as far 
as I can difcover, which might be conilrued to a 
harfli, or uncharitable Wi(h to any Man liv- 
ing 11- ^ 
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There Is a Letter of one Bedel, which bears 
fomewhat hard upon the Bifliop ; it mentions a 
Book of Pifbers, written in Defence of the King's 
Marriage with Ratbmm of Sfain^ and againft hb 
fecond Marriage with Anne Bulkign. Thefe Booh 
were delivered by this Bedel to the Arehbiiliop <^ 
Camtrbuty : Bedel ^dds, that he was infocm'd by th^ 
Confeflbr of Sym^ that the Bifliop aflur'd the 
King^^ he had never fliewa certain Letters, rela* 
ting (Uuppofe) to the Divorce, to any Perfon but 
his Majefty ; and promifed to keep them Private. 
This Cenf^ffor, however^ as Bedel continues^ affirm'd 
thiitFifher fent him, and Two other Friers, a Co- 
py of his Letters direded to the King^ together 
with the King's A^nfwers. 

The Bifhop was brought to his Try at on the 
Seventh of Ma/ as the Lord Herbert relates. The 
Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Suffolk, and fome 
other Lords, togetbet with the Judges fate upon 
him, by a Commiffion of Oyer and Terminer \ 

He is IndiAed by the Addition of Pominus Jo- 
hannes Fifher, Nufer Roffenfii Epifvo^m ; which, it 
may be, might be the Reafon of his not being 
try'd by his Peers. Why he is flyl'd the late Bijhop 
of Rocbefler^ is fomewhat myfterious ; for I do not 
find he had been depriv'd by any Authority, either 
of Church or State* The Charge of High^Trea- 
Ton in the IndiAmeUt, runs Thus ; 

^od Anno viceffimo fiptimo Regis Unrici OBavi 
apud Ttsrrem London* in Comitatu Middlefex^ eontfJ Li^ 
geantiafuse dekitum, h^c verba Anglicana fiquentid 
diverfis diBi Domini Regis veris fubditis, falsi, mali'- 
tiose, & proditorii hjuebatur dr propalabat : viz. The 
Kingy our Sovereign Lord, is not Supream Head in

was found Guilty. Bat^ 

How thefe Words could be mounted to High 
Treafon^ is fomewhat difficult to underftand : For 
the late ASs of Parliament^ leading towards the 
Sufrematy, in the Twenty fifth Year oT this Reign% 
carry the Forfeitures no higher than Vranumire^ 
and Mifprifion of Treafon. And the AB of this 
prefent Year, which brings the RegaU to the high- 
eft Pitch, has no Penalty annexed ||. If therefore 
the Bifhop was found Guilty upon any Siaiute, it 
muft be upon that which makes it Treafon^ T0 

malicioujly Wijh^ or defirt by PForJs or Writings to Jefrive 
tbe King of bis Dignify or TttU t« But whether this 

AH was (Irain'd upon the Bifliop or not, I ffiail 
leave to the Reader. 

Fifii^ was hardly ufed during his Imprifonment : 
In a Letter of his to Cromwtl^ he acquaints this 
Mnijfer with his wanting Neceflaries, and that 
he had neither Cloaths, Fire^ nor Proper Diet al« 
low'd him f* He likewife coraplain'd of the UU 
ufage of fome Perfons fent by the King to dif- 
courfe him in Prifon : Thefe Men, as he Expo^ 
fiulates, prefled him to give th^m his Reafons a- 
gainft the King's Suftemacyy with an AiTurance 
that he fhould receive no Damage by difcoveriog 
his Mind: Under this Confidence, the Bifliop de- 
clared his Opinion, with the Qrotmds upoa which 
he went : ^But, as appeaf^by the Event, he truft- 
ed them too far; for thefe Men broke thro' the 
Secret, and turned Evidence againft him *«

The Morning before the Execution^ the Lieute- 
nant of the Tiwer came to his ChanU>er^ and ac« 
quainte4 him h^ was co fuffer that Forenoom 
TheBiihop told him, he had expeded that Me& 
fage a long while^ and was not at aU furpri^xd at 
it : He humbly thanked the King for putting an 
End to his Fatigues^ and giving him a PaflGige 
into the other World. 

• The lieutenant told him, the King would have 
him be (hon in his S^cb^ not to break out into 
Re^xion, arraign his Government, or give the 
People an ill Impreffion. The Bifliof) reply'dj 
He hoped by God's Affifiance to be vety Inoffen- 
five, and neither give the King or any other Per« 
ion any Reafon for Complaint. 

Upon his. dreffing himlelf with more Care and 
ExaAnefs than ufual^ his Servant ask'd him Why 
he took all that Pains about his Habit, not having 
above two Hours to wear it ? That's no matter, 
fays the Biihop, 'tis my Wedding-Day ; and there- 
fore out of Refpeft to the Ocofion, . I ought to 
appear (bmething finer than ordinary. Being ve« 
ry infirm, he was carry'd in a Chair to the Towers 
Ca$e, where they made a Hault, till the Sheriff 
receiv'd him : During this Interval, he opened the 
Nevf Tiftufaent^ and defired God, fome Place proper 
to hb Circumftances might come up ; upon look- 
ing into the Book he found (Jokij. 9,4.) thefe 

Words, This is Life Eternal^ that They might know 
Thu the 9nly true GoJ, and Jefm Cbrifi wbtm thou bafi 
fent^ I bave gUrified Tbee w Eartb, 1 have finified the 
IVork wbicb tbm gavejt ^e to do j upon this he fimf 
the Book, and faidj Here's Learning enongbfor me to 
mj Life s End.

And laflly^ He begg'd Almighty God to preferve 
the King and Kingdom^ tmd blefs his Majefly 
with a goodCouilcil. 

Thefe Words were delivered with an Ait of

The fecqnd idtance^ is in the Seventh Additio- 
nal Article | in which the Archbifiiop is charged 

with Wittiwly and WiUinflj receiving divers P^fi 
friefis and Jtfuiu^ namely %iti&2L Clara and M. St. 

<3iles. To this the CM^iyW/: reply'd. That thehar- 
t)0uritig Priefts and Jefuits is made Feloiiy, >nd 
not Treafon j and that the. Staiute extends ptiiy to 
Priefts boni within the E«^/i(b Dominions^ which 
SanSa Clara and the other are riOt charged to be* 

And noihr having gone through the neavieft Ar- 
ticles^ and proved them clear of any Treafonable 
Matrer; they Vii^t^ Such Articles, cannot be 
lieightned to Treafon by IittfeVence^ or Parity of 
Reafoning. They grant the' Crimes^ as they 
ftand in the Charge, are Great and Many : How- 
ever, fince they fall (hort of Treafon by thfe Laws 
of the Realm, their Number cannot make them 
exceed their Nature j and if they are but iHiTde- 
meanors taken apart, they catmot be fweU'd to 
Treafon putting them together. . 

Unlefs this Reafoning be aUow'd, the ^^*Ed.\\\. 
To much infifted on already, muft be a Vain and 
Infignificant Provifion. For if after all the Ciad- 
nefs and Particularity of that Statuie^ any. nutnber 
t)f Mifdemeanbrs (hould produce a Treafon/ pure- 
ly by Mitture and Complication ; if this werp 
the Cafe, the Statute could giye no Relief to the 
SubjeA, becaufefhe Law makes no tiientioif of 
Treafon by Emergency or Complication of lefler 
Crimes : It neither informs us, what Numtiter or 
what Nature of Crimes below Treafon, (hould 
make a Treafon j nor that any Number of Cifen- 
cei (hould operMe thus far* 
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Th«y obferve farther, there u a Claufe in ihp 

Statute XS. Ed. III. Ti^^ when tie Judgu found tbi 

Cafe ferpkxed^ thej were, not to give judment till tbi 

CauJewMf hrougbt before tbe Parliament: From hence 

it may ieetn to be inferred, there are Trealbns 

unmention'd in the Statute^ which may be declai'ct 

in Parliament. To this Objedion they anfwer. 

That 'tis exprefly provided by the' Claufe, that it 

was to be declared in Parliament, whether the Crima 

ought to be adjudged Treafon or Pehnfi Prom whence 

^t appears, the Offence (hould at leaft be Felony at 

the Common Law, and that no Grimes beneath 

Fekfn, wetc ever intended to be ftretch'd to Trea^ 

fon. by this Statute. And in the late Cafe of the 

Bail of Strafford^ there is a Treafon within this 

Law, charged and declared in the Bill of his At* 

tainder, to have been proved upon him. 

And to fortifie their Argument^ it may be ob« 
ferved, that as to the Claufe laft mention'd, a 
Petition wasj preferred by the Lords, in the Reign 
of JSLing Henry VIIL to have all Treafons limited 
by Statute ^. And in the Parliament an ^Si was 
made^ whereby tho Saho in i^.EdAlh was re- 
pealed, and nothing to be Treafon, but what was 
Literally comprehended in the Statute 2$.EdJll.im 
They urge many other things upon this Head 
which may be omitted ||. 

About a Fortnight forward, a Petition was han- 
ded through the City and Suburbs, for bringing 
DeUueiuents to Juftice ; and fome of the Preachers 
animated the People to exert their Zeal upon

After the Tryal was over, the Houfts thoueht 
fit to proceed by way of Attahukri the Bit p&d 
with the Commons Sovemt.

In the 
mean time £^reat Care was taken to pqili eheor 
to a Concurrence x For Inftance^ Str0ud was fent 
wieh a Meffiige from the Commons to qutckeo 
them in this 0u(lnefs j he took the Freedom td 

tdl them. That tkjOioui do i^eB to agree in tSt Or Jim 
nanu^ eir ^e the Mu&iruJe tvouU come down and forct 

them to it. Notwichftanding this Menacbig. when 
the Artich of Impeachment were put to the /udges. 
they unanimoufly declared^ that nothing charged 
upon the Arcfabiuiop was Treafon by the Laws of 
the Realm : And che Lords^ at a Conference with 
the Commons, own^d chernfelves of the fame Opt. 
nton. And now, to fmite more (blemnty with the 
Ftfl of Wichdntfi, a Faft was ordered for Cbrifimm- 
Day : If the two Hoafef had been Jtws^ they could 
hardly have put a more open AIGrom upon C6riff$^ 
anity* To proceed, the Lords at laft^ with a vi^ry 
thin Appearance, went through the Bit ; oo^ $^ 
Ten in the flotife, Six of this Number were the 
Earls of Kent, Temhroke^ Salifiury, and BulUngho^h 
che Lord North, and the Lord Gray of Pfark To 
ftop tha CoBlaqueiica of this Attainder, ttie Areh« 
bilhop pleaded the King's Pardon under tfaa Gtui 
Sent^ and Sign'd about fw^ Yeart finoe { biu» thii 

Procfftion 
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Prdteftion was over-rurd by Both Houfes, becaufe 
it i^as granted before Convidion: And iMy, If it 
had been fubfequent^ yet in this Cafe ot Tr£afof$ 
n^ain^the Kingdom, ("as they call'd it) it could flg«> 
nifie nothing. 

And now the Archbifhop having notice of htk 
Execution^ breaks off his Hiftory^ and prepaid 
for 0eath i and the Day being come, mounts thb 
Scaffold With an Air of Refolution and Cheerfulf- 
nefs. His Speech be^ns with this "fext^ Let ii 

rum with Patience the Race that is fet before us, looking 
^^to Refits, Slq, 

After his Speech, the Archbifhop made a very 
IPious and Affecting Prayer, and then moved to- 
wards the Block, and finding the Paflage crowded 
with people, he deflr'd them to make way, and 
give him room to Die. While he was preparing 
hifAfelf for the Executioner, one Sir John Clofwor-- 
tbj (Remarkable for his Share in the Rebellion) 
gave him a very ill-natur'd Interruption : He ask'd 
him^ What Text of Serif ture is moft comfortable to 
a dying Man ? The Archbifhop anfwer^d, Cupio 
diffohi & ejfe cum Cbrifio. Sir John going on in 
his Barbarity, told him. That there muu be ah 
Aflurance to found . that Defire upon : The Arch- 
bifhop returned. That Aflurance was to be found 
within^ and that Expref&on could not reach it. 
Chtwortby preffing further^ faid, Tis founded upon 
a Word chough, and that Word he would know. 
Laud reply 'd to this, that 'twas the Word of God 
conce^' 'ngCbrifi and bis dying fcr us. And finding 
this Gentleman might prove farther troublefomQ, 
he curn'd to the Executioner^ and kneeliifg down, 
after a fhort Prayer, he had his Head feVer'd at a 

Blow. : ,

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He wai of z lively and penetrating Genius^ of 
a fociablQ Temper^ and inofienfively pleafanc upon 
occafion. if we confider his Funftion^ he had 
pafs'd through almoft all the Employments of a 
Church- man : And how much he was MaAer of 
his Profeffion, is fufficiently evident from his Book 
igainft Fifiier* He was a PerlTon of anblemilh'd 
Integrity. Money was no part of his Inclination: 
For notwithftanding the Largenefs of his Reve; 
nues^ his Fortune was almoft exhauflted by his 
BenefaAions to OxfarJ and Riading. His Piety 
was no lefs exemplary and diftinguiffi'd : He was 
conftant at his Chapel and private Devotions : 
His warm Loyalty, and Zeal for Uniformity^ 
brought him to his End. And though he was far 
from warping towards Popery, rightly underftood^ 
'tis poffible, he might believe, a good Settlement 
might be capable of Improvement j that fome part 
of the Reformation might be burnifh'd^ and 
brought to a more beautiful and Primitive State. 
That this was his Opinion, may be coUe^Sed from 
the Preference he feems to give the Sconijh Litwrgjy 
and from his wilhing the Foreign Reformed Chur- 
ches might be like the Church of England, and as 

wttcb better as God 'would fleafe to make them. 

The Lord CUrthdon reports him to be a Perfon 
of eminent Learning and Piety ; that he behav'd 
himfelT with great Chriflian Courage and Magna- 
nimity on the Scaffold ; and his Good Qualities 
were obtaih'd by a few, and the greateft of bis 
Infirmities common even to the fieft Men. The 
Archbifhop died in the Seventy fecond Year of 
his Age, January tht Tenth, i6Ay. 

Amongft his Publick Benefa Aions, befides thofe 
already mehtion.d, may be reckon'd his annexing; 
Commendams to the fmail Bifliopricks of Brifiot^ Pe^ 
mhrough, St. Afafb^ Qhtfier^ and Oxford, lie pro- 
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cur*d a Charter for Oxford^ to confirm their An- 
cient Privileges j and enlarged them to an equal 
Extent with thofe granted to the Univerfity of 
Cambridge^ he fettled 200 /. per. Atm* on an Hof* 
pital at Reading in Berkjhire^ By the way. The 
Archbiihop was born in this Town, where his 
Fatlier was a CUthierof good Subftance and £fteeiii;| 
his Mother was Lucy Weh^ Sifter to Sir JVillki^ 
fVek, Lord Mayor of Lmdon. To go on with 
his Benefodions, He founded an AraUck ledure 
in Oxford ; and fettled the Impropriation of Cud^ 
defdon, on that Bifiioprick« He procur d a new 
Charter, and a Body of Statutes for the College 
of Dublin. He refolved to find out a Way, and 
provide a Fund for the Augmentation of poor 
Vicaridges, and for fettling the Tythes oiLmdm^ 
between the Clergy and the Cicy« He was buri- 
ed in B^ribVChurch, near the Tfwerj with the 
Office appointed by the Liturgy : This was fome- 
what extraordinary, confidering the fame Day 
the Lords agreed to the Archbifhop's Attainder^ 
they pafs'd an Ordinance, that the Book of Common 
Prajer Ihould be laid afide, and the DireSory us*d 
jnftead of ir. 
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
